“If  the  treasury  of  our  Mission  Board  were  full  to  overflowing,  we  have 
not  ordained  ministers  enough  to  meet  the  immediate  demand.” 

“In  the  judgment  of  this  House,  there  has  never  been  a  time  in  the 
history  of  our  Cliu-rcli,  when  the  demand  for  missionary  effort  at  home 
and  abroad  was  so  urgent  and  imperative  as  at  the  present  moment ;  and 
we  ea  rnestly  call  upon  our  constituents  in  every  diocese  of  this  Church  to 
arouse  themselves  to  realize  the  exigencies  of  the  hour  and  to  labor,  and 
give,  and  to  pray  with  a  freer  heart  and  more  fervent  zeal.” 

“Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
member  of  the  Church  to  consecrate  a  definite  percentage  of  his  income  to 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

“ Resolved ,  That  systematic  and  frequent  offerings  by  persons  and  parishes, 
according  to  their  ability,  must  be  mainly  relied  upon,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  our  Church. 

“  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  clergymen  in  charge  of 
parishes  to  bring  their  flocks  as  near  as  practicable  to  compliance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  Apostolic  direction  to  the  Church  of  Corinth  :  ‘  Upon 

first  day  of  the  week,  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him  and  that  to  this  end  the  clergy  bring  the  subject  specially 
to  the  attention  of  the  people,  some  time  during  the  Advent  Season  of  each 
■year. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  clergy  be  requested  to  read  the  foregoing  resolu¬ 
tions  to  their  congregations,  at  th6  time  of  bringing  the  subject-matter 
thereof  to  their  notice.”

The  Rev.  Dr.  Newton,  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  con¬ 
ducted  the  opening  religious  services. 

The  Hon.  Felix  R.  Brunot,  of  Pittsburgh,  occupied 
the  chair,  and  made  a  few  very  appropriate  remarks 
commemorative  of  the  life  and  services  of  the  Rev.  C. 
W.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  of  Virginia,  who  had  been  a  most 
faithful  worker  in  the  Societies  from  their  organization 
to  his  death,  a  few  months  ago. 

Extracts  from  the  last  annual  reports  of  the  Societies 
were  read  by  the  Secretaries. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng,  of  New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Riley,  of  Mexico,  addressed  the  meeting. 

A  collection  was  taken  up,  amounting  to  $153.80; 
specially  “for  Mexico,”  $16  00.  The  balance  was  di¬ 
vided  between  the  two  Societies. 

After  singing,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Tyng. 


NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Evangelical  Educational 
Society  make  their  Ninth  Annual  Report,  with  gratitude  to 
God  for  another  year  of  successful  work. 


FINANCIAL  STATEMENT.

PERMANENT  FUND. 

]STo  addition  has  been  made  to  this  fund  since  our  last  re¬ 
port.  We  have  at  present  $18,000  invested  in  Pittsburg  and 
Allegheny  City  Bonds,  bearing  interest  at  seven  per  cent. 
We  also  own  “  wharf  estate  situate  easterly  from,  Dyer  street ,  in 
South  Providence ,  Rhode  Island ,”  worth  about  $40,000  at  pre¬ 
sent,  but  rising  in  value.  Three  parties  have  a  life  interest 
in  the  rental  of  this  property,  amounting  to  $1100  a  year; 
eventually  the  whole  estate  will  revert  to  the  Society. 

Four  bequests  have  been  made  to  the  Society  during  the 
year,  amounting  to  $7700,  neither  of  which,  however,  has  yet 
been  paid  into  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer. 
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STUDENTS’  ROLL. 

We  had  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  58  students; 
we  have  adopted  since,  14:  total  number  on  roll  during  the 
year,  72.  We  have  lost,  by  withdrawal,  on  account  of  sick¬ 
ness,  change  of  purpose,  other  support,  etc.,  10.  There 
have  been  16  ordained,  leaving  enrolled  at  this  time  46  stu¬ 
dents. 

BUSINESS  DEPRESSION. 

Business  continues  prostrated,  and  it  is  likely  to  remain 
so  for  some  time  to  come.  The  great  benevolent  societies 
of  the  country  generally  feel  this  depression  very  keenly. 
Some  of  them  are  embarrassed  with  large  debts.  Although 
we  have  been  able  to  meet  all  our  engagements  promptly, 
our  receipts  have  been  somewhat  smaller  than  they  were 
last  year,  and,  of  course,  the  number  of  students  on  our 
roll  has  been  correspondingly  reduced;  and  yet  we  have 
been  able  to  respond  favorably  to  every  application  which 
has  proved  entirely  satisfactory  to  us. 

This  decline  in  our  receipts  is  chiefly  due  to  necessity,  as 
it  appears  in  the  contributions  of  those  churches  which  are 
greatly  interested  in  our  work,  even  in  those  which  are 
represented  in  the  management  of  the  Society. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

According  to  instructions  given  by  the  last  Annual  meet¬ 
ing,  Ave  have  had  printed  in  tract  form,  and  widely  circulated, 
a  portion  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  under  the  title  “  A 
Gospel  Ministry ,  with  Definite  Truth  and  Liberal  Church 
Principles ,  the  Hope  of  the  Church  and  of  the  World.'’ 

Letters  of  commendation  have  been  received  from  all 
quarters,  and  from  men  in  the  highest  positions  in  the 
Church,  and  we  believe  that  the  Church  at  large  has  a  clearer 
understanding  and  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  principles 
and  the  work  of  the  Society  than  ever  before.  We  feel 
more  and  more  convinced  that  it  is  only  necessary  that  the 
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great  principles  which  underlie  our  work  should  he  exam¬ 
ined,  carefully  and  without  prejudice,  to  convince  all  in¬ 
quirers  that  they  are  in  close  harmony  with  the  Word  of 
God,  and  are  of  paramount  importance  to  the  souls  of  men; 
and  to  constrain  those  who  love  “  simple  views  of  Gospel 
truth  and  order  ”  to  support  the  Society  with  the  generosity 
and  enthusiasm  which  the  vast  importance  of  its  work  de¬ 
serves. 

It  may  be  well  to  inquire  whether  a  much  larger  portion 
of  our  funds  might  not  be  wisely  expended  in  making  known 
the  vital  truths  for  which  we  contend.  Should  we  not  emu¬ 
late  the  vigilance,  the  activity  and  the  generosity  of  those 
who  are  scattering  through  the  land  papers,  tracts  and  pam¬ 
phlets  teaching  their  baneful  doctrines  ? 

May  we  not  even  go  further,  and  furnish  our  students  and 
the  younger  clergy  with  standard  works  on  the  great  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  day,  as  an  important  and  almost  essential  part 
of  their  theological  education,  so  far,  at  least,  as  funds  may 
be  offered  for  this  special  purpose? 

It  is  said  that  we  lose  a  large  part  of  our  young  men  soon 
after  they  enter  the  ministry,  by  their  defection  from  the 
truth.  If  this  be  so,  are  we  not  in  a  measure  responsible 
for  it  ?  Do  we  not  send  them  out  to  their  work  almost  un¬ 
protected  and  unarmed  ? 

GRAVE  QUESTIONS. 

It  always  has  been  our  policy  to  meet  frankly,  and  to  ex¬ 
amine  calmly  and  fearlessly,  every  question  that  has  been 
raised  concerning  our  work. 

If  the  work  is  not  of  God,  or  if  it  has  served  His  purpose 
and  is  no  longer  needed,  it  should  be  given  up.  If  it  be  of 
God,  and  is  still  needed,  it  should  be  continued,  though  but 
a  Gideon’s  band  remains  faithful  to  its  standard. 

It  is  only  when  we  feel  that  we  are  in  the  line  of  duty 
which  God  has  marked  out  that  we  can  he  assured  of  His 
comfort  and  support,  and  go  forward  -with  that  patient  zeal 
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and  steadfastness  of  purpose  which  are  essential  to  success 
in  any  Divine  work  on  earth. 

Many  are  now  asking  very  seriously,  Is  not  the  ministry 
already  over  supplied  ?  If  men  are  needed,  should  they  he 
educated  at  the  expense  of  the  Church  ?  Are  there  any 
special  reasons  why  theological  students  should  receive  pe¬ 
cuniary  aid,  since  the  students  of  other  professions  do  not 
require  it  ?  Are  we  not  in  this  way  introducing  an  inferior 
class  of  men  into  the  ministry  ?  If  they  should  he  aided 
during  their  term  of  study,  is  it  not  unwise  to  give  them 
larger  stipends  than  other  Churches  allow?  If  men  are  to  he 
sought  out  and  supported,  is  it  better  that  it  should  be  done 
by  a  general  society  than  by  the  authorities  of  the  respect¬ 
ive  dioceses  ?  Is  it  well  to  have  any  test  whatever  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  theological  views  or  sympathies  of  our  students  ? 
These  are  fair,  honest  questions.  They  are  often  put  to  us 
by  those  who  have  a  sincere  desire  to  get  at  the  truth ;  by 
men  who  feel  their  responsibility  to  God,  as  stewards  of  His 
bounty,  and  would  secure  His  approval  of  their  work.  They 
must  be  met.  We  may  consider  them  under  three  headings. 

DO  WE  NEED  MORE  MINISTERS? 

At  the  last  General  Convention ,  held  in  the  year  1874,  it 
was  reported  that  there  was  a  lamentable  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  within  the  last  few 
years ;  that  it  must  be  arrested,  or  we  would  soon  have  no 
students  in  our  Theological  Schools. 

A  few  weeks  ago  these  Schools  were  opened  for  the  win¬ 
ter.  Several  of  them  have  received  no  new  students,  and 
nearly  all  of  them  have  smaller  junior  classes  than  usual. 

It  is  replied,  The  demand  regulates  the  supply.  There 
can  be  no  real  demand,  otherwise  this  falling  off  in  the  sup¬ 
ply  would  not  appear,  especially  during  the  present  depressed 
state  of  business,  when  so  many  young  men  are  looking  in 
vain  for  employment.  Let  the  vacant  parishes  and  the  Mis¬ 
sion  Boards  offer  living  salaries,  and  their  needs  will  be  quickly 
met,  as  there  are  many  unemployed  ministers  around  us. 
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It  cannot  be  questioned  that  our  clergy  generally  are  very 
ineagerly  supported;  that  the  compensation  received  for 
their  services  is  rarely  equal  to  their  talent,  education  and 
labor.  Neither  can  it  be  questioned  that  comparatively  few 
of  the  laity  have  any  due  sense  of  their  responsibility  to 
support  the  Gospel  in  their  own  churches,  or  to  send  it  to 
others.  There  is  an  amazing  disproportion  between  the 
amount  which  we  spend  upon  ourselves  and  that  which  we 
devote  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  A  fearful  responsibility  rests 
somewhere  with  regard  to  the  better  support  of  our  feeble 
churches  and  outlying  mission  stations. 

These  very  facts,  however,  show  the  great  need  of  faithful 
ministers  of  the  Gospel,  for  the  only  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things  is  the  able,  constant,  and  fearless  preaching  of  the 
Gospel,  which  is  the  power  of  God,  both  to  convert  the 
world  and  to  reform  the  Church. 

While  it  is  true  that  many  parishes  which  are  able  to  do 
better  give  very  inadequate  support  to  their  clergy,  it  is  also 
true  that,  in  many  other  cases,  great  generosity  and  self- 
sacrifice  are  displayed  in  the  support  of  the  Gospel.  Gen¬ 
erally,  the  minister  who  devotes  himself  faithfully  to  his 
people,  and  shows  a  heartfelt  interest  in  their  eternal  wel¬ 
fare,  is  enabled  to  live  as  comfortably  as  the  average  of  his 
parishioners.  Most  of  the  vacant  parishes  offer  as  fair  a 
support  as  hundreds  of  our  clergy  now  receive  and  live 
upon,  contented  and  happy,  although  they  practice  much 
self-denial,  that  they  may  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  and 
needy. 

MINISTERS  WITHOUT  CHURCHES. 

Doubtless,  the  great  obstacle  to  our  work  is  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  we  have  a  large  number  of  available  ministers  unem¬ 
ployed—  men  who  could  and  would  fill  acceptably  the  vacant 
posts  if  a  due  support  were  offered  to  them.  The  facts  on 
this  point  have  been  greatly  exaggerated. 

The  Church  needs  a  large  number  of  men  without  perma- 
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nent  and  regular  charge,  to  supply  pulpits  during  the  sick¬ 
ness  or  absence  of  the  rectors.  Many  prefer  this  position, 
as  they  do  not  like  to  leave  the  large  cities,  where  they  have 
peculiar  facilities  for  educating  their  children,  and  are  able 
to  engage  in  teaching  and  profitable  literary  labor  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  work  of  the  ministry.  We  need  them  as 
professors,  secretaries,  etc. 

Beyond  these,  we  think  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  find 
any  number  of  available  men  unemployed. 

If  the  fact  he  otherwise,  it  is  allowed  to  have  undue  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  question  of  our  need.  There  are  thousands 
of  lawyers  without  briefs,  and  of  doctors  without  patients, 
and  yet  we  educate  our  sons  for  these  professions,  feeling 
that  there  is  still  room  for  every  one  who  proves  himself  fit  for 
his  work.  There  are  men  without  parishes.  There  always 
have  been.  There  always  will  be.  If  we  are  to  wait  until 
these  are  all  employed  before  we  make  any  additions  to  the 
ministry,  we  will  wait  in  vain  and  forever.  Doubtless  there 
are  many  men  in  the  ministry  who  should  never  have  been 
ordained.  Some  run  before  they  are  called,  and  utterly  fail. 
Others  are  hindered  in  their  work  by  obstacles  which  they 
could  not  foresee.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  at  the  elements 
of  success  in  the  ministry.  Indeed,  they  are  so  peculiar 
that  we  can  scarcely  forecast  the  success  of  any  man,  or,  at 
least,  the  degree  of  his  success.  Nothing  but  an  experiment 
will  determine  it. 


It  certainly  cannot  he  said  that  a  minister’s  success  will 
be  proportioned  to  his  natural  ability,  or  to  the  extent  of  his 
culture,  as  we  will  find,  all  over  the  Church,  men  of  superior 
mind  and  very  fine  attainments,  who  are  preaching  to  a  few 
scattered  sheep  in  some  far-off  country  parish,  while  others, 
of  very  moderate  ability  and  learning,  are  found  in  large 
spheres,  and  exercising  great  influence.  There  is,  doubtless, 
both  a  true  and  a  false  success,  but  even  usefulness  is  not  al¬ 
ways  in  the  ratio  of  the  natural  ability  or  the  solid  acquire¬ 
ments  of  the  minister. 
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There  is  far  more  expected  and  required  of  a  minister  of 
Christ  than  of  any  other  professional  man.  He  is  hindered 
by  numberless  obstacles  which  would  avail  nothing  against 
him  in  other  positions  in  life.  Any  one  who  occupies  a  fair 
standpoint  for  overlooking  the  Church,  is  often  amazed  at  the 
ill  success  of  one  clergyman  and  at  the  remarkable  success  of 
another.  We  are  ever  disappointed.  Our  judgment  of  men 
is  daily  reversed.  Add  to  all  this  the  difficulty  of  making 
acquainted  and  bringing  together  vestries  needing  men  and 
clergymen  who  want  churches,  and  you  can  easily  see  why 
so  many  ministers  seem  not  to  have  found  their  niche,  and 
are  ever  restless,  or  remain  unemployed,  notwithstanding 
the  large  number  of  vacant  parishes  and  unoccupied  mission 
fields  in  the  Church. 

It  is  said  that  there  are  many  applicants  for  every  vacancy 
of  importance.  These  applicants,  however,  are  almost  in¬ 
variably  well  employed  elsewhere,  and  only  seek  a  change 
of  field  because  they  are  depressed  under  a  sense  of  small 
appreciation,  or  ill  success,  and  hope  that  under  less  anxious 
care  they  may  do  better  service  for  God. 

FACTS  IN  TIIE  CASE. 

The  Church  loses  many  ministers  every  year,  by  death, 
and  others  are  laid  aside  by  infirmity  and  advanced  age. 

The  men  we  have  educated  have  readily  found  good  and 
profitable  employment,  and  they  have  been  kept  busy  wher¬ 
ever  they  have  proved  themselves  qualified  for  their  posi¬ 
tions.  The  two  hundred  men  we  have  already  sent  out  are 
now  very  generally  occupying  important  posts. 

Further,  the  clergy  themselves,  who  best  know  the  diffi¬ 
culties  and  trials  of  their  holy  office,  are  almost  universally 
anxious  that  their  sons  should  be  called  into  the  ministry. 
This  is  a  striking  fact,  one  of  convincing  p>ower  as  to  their 
own  view  of  the  need  of  faithful  ministers,  and  of  the  bless¬ 
edness  of  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

It  will  be  conceded  also  that  our  Bishops,  and  leading 
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clergymen  and  laymen,  who  represent  the  Church  in  the 
General  Convention,  have  the  best  opportunities  for  inform¬ 
ing  themselves  upon  the  state  of  the  Church,  and  are  the 
most  competent  judges  of  her  needs,  and  that  their  state¬ 
ments  are  made  with  great  care.  They  assure  us  that  there 
are  hundreds  of  vacant  parishes  and  mission  posts  in  this 
country  for  which  we  ought  to  educate  men;  and,  alas!  we 
all  know  that  the  destitution  in  the  foreign  field  is  appalling. 

Hear  the  emphatic  testimony  of  our  General  Convention, 
given  by  a  unanimous  vote,  in  the  year  1865,  since  which 
time  there  has  been  a  great  falling  otf  in  the  number  of  our 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  : — 

“  The  missionary  field  which  the  providence  of  God  opens 
to  our  Church  is  immense,  and  the  supply  of  ministers  and 
candidates  for  the  holy  ministry  is  utterly  insufficient. 

“  If  the  treasury  of  our  Mission  Board  were  full  to  over¬ 
flowing,  we  have  not  ordained  ministers  enough  to  meet  the 
demand.” 

Lastly,  whatever  may  be  tbe  state  of  tbe  Church,  it  can¬ 
not  he  questioned  that  God  needs  every  man  whom  He  calls 
into  Ills  ministry  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  are  very  careful  to  set  before  each  applicant  the  solemn 
duty  of  scrutinizing  his  motives,  and  examining  the  provi¬ 
dences  which  may  be  leading  him  to  seek  a  preparation  for 
the  ministry.  We  direct  special  attention  to  the  twofold 
call  named  by  tbe  Church  in  her  ordination  services.  There 
it  is  declared  that  each  man  must  first  be  “  inwardly  moved 
of  tbe  Holy  Ghost,”  must  first  hear  for  himself  tbe  voice  of 
God  speaking  to  bis  own  soul,  before  he  can  hear  the  out¬ 
ward  voice  of  the  Church ,  and  can  say  that  he  is  called,  “  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Canons  of  this  Church.”  If  this  matter  were 
brought  before  all  those  who  propose  to  enter  the  ministry, 
at  an  earlier  stage  in  their  preparation,  we  might  not  add 
largely  to  the  ministry,  but  we  certainly  would  increase  its 
efficiency  and  power.  Men,  acting  under  the  impulse  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  will  labor,  wait,  suffer,  if  need  be,  and  eventu- 
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ally  succeed;  and  such  will  be  cared  for  by  Him  who  has 
“  ordained  that  they  who  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  of 
the  Gospel,”  and  commanded,  “  Esteem  them  very  highly 
in  love  for  their  work's  sake.” 

EDUCATION  AT  THE  EXPENSE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Every  Church  in  Christendom  seems  to  have  adopted  this 
plan  of  replenishing  the  ministry.  Even  the  Free  Church 
of  Scotland,  notwithstanding  the  commendable  independence 
of  spirit  and  sturdy  self-reliance  of  that  nation,  has  at  last 
yielded  to  the  pressure  to  support  her  students,  finding  that 
she  could  not  supply  her  ministry  without  it. 

We  merely  accept  the  enlightened  judgment,  and  follow 
the  general  example  of  the  Christian  Church  in  this  matter. 
All  governments,  also,  educate  the  officers  of  their  armies 
and  navies  at  the  public  expense,  although  these  positions 
of  honor  are  eagerly  sought  after. 

If  this  be  wise  and  right,  it  seems  eminently  proper  and 
just  that  those  who  are  to  become  officers  in  the  Church 
should  he  educated  at  her  expense,  especially  as  they  are 
constrained  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  this  service,  and  dare  not 
turn  aside  to  more  lucrative  positions. 

If  it  be  right  to  aid  them  at  all,  we  certainly  are  justified 
in  giving  them  the  amount  we  think  they  need.  Other 
Churches  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  act  as  generously 
toward  their  students  as  we  do. 

SPECIAL  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THEOLOGICAL  STUDENTS. 

It  is  often  asked,  Why  have  education  societies  for  the 
support  of  theological  students,  since  no  such  societies  are 
needed  for  the  support  of  students  of  medicine  and  law  ? 

The  education  of  divinity  students,  in  our  Church  at  least, 
is  peculiar,  and  their  need  special.  The  course  of  study  is 
very  absorbing  and  protracted.  To  become  efficient  preach¬ 
ers,  they  should  acquire,  in  addition  to  a  common-school 
education,  three  difficult  languages,  Latin,  Greek  and  He-

brew.  To  this  knowledge  must  be  added  the  usual  college 
course  in  rhetoric,  logic,  philosophy  and  general  literature, 
and  pretty  thorough  acquaintance  with  theological  science 
and  lore. 

Any  man,  with  an  ordinary  English  education,  can  be 
admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  or  medicine  after  attending 
lectures  for  two  or  three  winters,  or  by  spending  the  same 
time  in  the  private  office  of  a  practitioner. 

The  most  approved  course  of  study  for  one  who  has  but 
an  ordinary  English  education  will  occupy  a  period  of  nine 
years,  devoted  exclusively  to  study.  This  cannot  well  be 
shortened  without  endangering  the  future  usefulness  of  the 
student,  and  circumscribing  his  field  of  labor.  It  is  true 
that  we  usually  find  our  students  in  the  theological  seminary, 
or  in  the  advanced  classes  of  college ;  but  in  whatever  state 
of  preparation  we  meet  them,  their  course  of  study  is  very 
exacting  and  confining,  and  we  know,  from  long  experience 
in  dealing  with  students,  that  they  cannot,  in  justice  to 
themselves  and  the  Church,  study  and  teach  or  work  at  the 
same  time,  save  as  lay  readers.  When  they  attempt  it  they 
either  slight  their  studies  or  prolong  their  course.  The 
Church  dare  not  let  them  do  the  one,  and  cannot  afford  to 
wait  the  slow  process  of  preparation  involved  in  the  other. 
Heither  is  it  meet  that  theological  students  should  be  found 
in  the  avenues  of  trade  and  commerce.  The  little  time 
which  remains  to  them  each  day  after  their  study-hours 
should  be  devoted  to  bodily  exercise,  and  to  the  cultivation 
of  practical  godliness  by  visiting  the  sick  and  needy.  They 
dare  not  incur  debt  for  their  education,  as  in  the  ministry 
they  will  rarely  obtain  more  than  a  meagre  support,  and 
would  never  be  able  to  pay  such  debt.  Our  government 
freely  and  generously  supports  those  who  are  preparing  to 
lead  her  armies  to  victory.  Shall  we  be  less  wise  and  libe¬ 
ral?  Should  the  cadets  to  Annapolis  and  West  Point  be 
abundantly  provided  for,  and  those  who  are  soon  to  become 
officers  in  the  Army  of  the  Lord  be  altogether  neglected  ? 
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Indeed,  this  question  of  the  propriety  of  educating  theo¬ 
logical  students  at  the  expense  of  the  Church  seems  almost 
superfluous.  We  are  so  shut  up  to  this  mode  of  supplying 
the  ministry,  and  are  so  entirely  dependent  upon  it,  that  no 
other  way  has  been  suggested.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  find 
fault  with  a  system,  but  it  is  often  a  difficult  thing  to  sug¬ 
gest  a  better  one. 

We  doubt  if  there  would  be  any  additions  whatever  of 
well-trained  men  to  the  ministry,  if  the  Church  should  cease 
to  provide,  in  great  part,  at  least,  for  their  education,  free  of 
expense  to  the  student.  Nearly  every  man  now  in  the  min¬ 
istry,  who  has  taken  the  regular  course  of  study,  has  been 
educated,  very  largely,  at  the  expense  of  the  Church,  and 
we  question  if  one  man  in  a  hundred  could  afford  to  pay  the 
actual  cost  of  his  tuition  alone. 

Computing,  at  a  low  rate,  the  interest  on  the  money  in¬ 
vested  in  the  grounds,  buildings,  libraries,  and  professor¬ 
ships  of  our  theological  schools,  and  dividing  that  amount  by 
the  number  of  students  in  those  schools,  and  we  will  find 
that  the  Church  now  pays  nearly  $1000  a  year  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  each  candidate  for  her  ministry.  If  it  be  right  to 
go  thus  far  in  paying  the  expenses  of  our  theological  stu¬ 
dents,  on  what  ground  should  we  object  to  give  the  addi¬ 
tional  $200  or  $300  a  year  which  many  of  them  need  for 
their  board  and  clothing?  And  why  should  they  object  to 
receive  this  money  from  the  Church,  since  all  students  ac¬ 
cept,  without  hesitation,  their  tuition  at  her  hands  ? 

Full  one-half  of  the  men  now  in  the  Christian  ministry 
have  received  their  board  and  clothing  from  the  Church. 
Full  one-half  of  the  students  now  in  our  seminaries  are  re¬ 
ceiving  the  same.  Those  who  are  opposed  to  educating  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  public  expense  must  consent  to  reduce  the 
ministry  one-half,  and  send  home  one-half  of  our  present 
theological  students,  and  also  charge  the  remaining  half  an 
amount  for  their  tuition  which  no  man  would  pay. 
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ADVANTAGES  IN  A  GENERAL  SOCIETY. 

It  is  again  asked,  Are  there  any  peculiar  advantages  in  a 
general  society  over  local  institutions  ? 

This  Society  was  originally  diocesan,  one  of  a  number  of 
local  institutions  then  existing,  and  called  “  The  Divinity 
Students’  Aid  Society.” 

An  experience  of  three  years  convinced  its  managers  that 
certain  advantages  would  be  secured  by  enlarging  its  base, 
and  making  its  work  general.  We  have  not  been  disap¬ 
pointed  in  our  expectations  in  this  respect.  An  experiment 
of  nine  years  has  convinced  us  that  this  is  a  better  plan  than 
the  old  one,  though  it  may  not  be  the  best  that  could  be  de¬ 
vised. 

Under  the  old  plan,  frequently  the  largest  amount  of  mo¬ 
ney  was  secured  where  the  smallest  number  of  students 
were  found.  There  was  often  an  excess  of  students  in  one 
diocese,  and  an  excess  of  money  in  another,  and  the  diocese 
having  the  money  did  not  feel  bound  to  aid  the  one  having 
the  students. 

Again,  where  the  societies  followed  the  generous  principle 
of  aiding  those  students  not  in  their  own  dioceses,  they  were 
frequently  imposed  upon  by  men  who  sought  aid  from  seve¬ 
ral  societies  at  the  same  time ;  and  often  those  who  were  re¬ 
fused  aid  in  a  locality  where  they  were  known  to  be  un¬ 
worthy,  secured  it  in  a  distant  place. 

Again,  the  secretaries  of  these  various  local  societies 
could  receive  no  fair  compensation  for  their  services  out  of 
the  small  receipts.  They  were  always  in  charge  of  churches, 
and  could  not  give  that  time  and  attention  to  the  work 
which  a  careful  supervision  of  the  students  required. 

The  local  societies  often  were  little  more  than  collecting 
agencies.  They  were  constrained  to  aid  those  who  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  them  by  the  authorities  of  the  diocese,  college  or 
seminary  with  which  they  were  connected.  There  was  indeed 
very  little  freedom  of  action  and  unprejudiced  examination 
of  men.  Too  often  local  interests  were  unconsciously  served, 
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rather  than  the  general  good  sought.  Certain  schools  must 
be  kept  full,  dioceses  must  be  supplied  by  such  men  as  were 
found  at  hand,  without  a  very  careful  scrutiny  of  their  quali¬ 
fications.  A  general  society  can  have  no  particular  institu¬ 
tion  to  favor,  no  local  prejudice  to  serve  ;  it  also  relieves  the 
Bishops  and  Rectors  from  the  odium  of  refusing  aid  to  stu¬ 
dents  whose  chief  commendation  is  that  their  parents  have 
influence  in  particular  churches  or  dioceses. 

By  having  a  secretary  whose  whole  time  is  spent  in  ex¬ 
amining  the  field,  informing  the  Church  of  the  need  of 
laborers,  studying  the  character  of  the  men,  looking  into 
the  qualifications  required,  sifting  testimonials,  and  super¬ 
vising  the  students  while  under  training,  and  this,  too,  with 
the  aid  of  the  most  experienced  rectors  and  laymen  of  va¬ 
rious  dioceses,  who  are  associated  with  him,  and  give  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  the  work,  we  secure  care  in  selecting  stu¬ 
dents,  and  a  supervision  of  the  entire  work,  in  addition  to 
that  which  the  Standing  Committees  give,  and  far  greater 
than  is  possible  by  any  local  society. 

MINISTRY  GUARDED. 

We  think  the  ministry  is  far  better  guarded  by  general 
societies  than  it  could  be  by  local  institutions.  Even  now, 
those  whom  we  have  refused  to  support,  or  have  dropped  on 
account  of  our  impressions  of  their  unfitness  for  the  work, 
are  occasionally  taken  up  by  others,  under  the  pressure  of 
circumstances  from  which  we  are  free.  Such  have  gene¬ 
rally  turned  out  as  we  feared.  They  have  proved  useless  in 
the  ministry,  and  some  have  been  deposed.  Guarded  as  we 
are,  we  should  send  into  the  ministry  mainly  superior  men, 
and  we  believe  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  roll  of  our 
graduates  will  attest  the  fact  that  many  of  the  best  addi¬ 
tions  made  to  the  ministry  during  the  past  few  years  have 
been  educated  by  this  Society. 

With  regard  to  the  character  of  our  students,  it  may  be 
well  to  quote  from  a  former  report : — 
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“  Our  Secretary  recently  visited  the  various  colleges  and 
seminaries  in  which  our  beneficiaries  are  pursuing  their 
studies,  and,  from  conversations  with  the  Professors  and 
intercourse  with  the  students  themselves,  received  most 
gratifying  impressions  of  their  piety,  ability,  proficiency,  and 
general  fitness  for  the  holy  office  which  they  seek  to  enter. 
In  a  large  number  of  cases  our  students  have  won  the  hon¬ 
ors  of  their  respective  Institutions.  The  reports  from  their 
instructors  are  most  satisfactory  and  encouraging. 

“  The  President  of  one  Institution  said :  ‘  A  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  your  students  here  are  first-class  men ;  two  of  them 
I  would  like  to  retain  in  the  Institution  as  adjunct  profes¬ 
sors.’  The  Dean  of  another  faculty  said :  ‘  I  have  never 
seen  so  many  able  men  in  so  small  a  company.’  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  another  college  said:  ‘Your  men  are  among  our 
very  best  students.  I  do  not  stand  in  doubt  of  one  of  them.’ 
The  President  of  a  fourth  Institution  said :  ‘  Your  little 
hand  here  are  all  choice  men.’  President  Woolsey,  of  Yale 
College,  gives  the  following  facts  in  his  experience,  embracing 
a  period  of  30  years,  concerning  The  American  Educa¬ 
tion  Society.  “  This  Society  has  aided  249  Divinity  Students 
in  this  Institution.  Had  they  been  simply  average  scholars, 
there  ought  to  have  been  only  83  honor  men  among  them; 
hut  there  were  actually  157  honor  men  !’  ” 

OUR  PROTESTANT  POSITION. 

Should  we  require  of  our  students  any  tests  with  regard 
to  their  views  or  sympathies  ? 

It  is  feared  that  we  make  party  men,  rather  than  men  of 
independent  views  and  broad  sympathies,  as  this  Institution 
is  under  special  influences.  If  party  men  are  necessarily 
narrow  in  their  views  and  feelings,  then  we  must  all  be  very 
narrow,  or  be  free  from  clear  thought  and  deep  feeling. 
It  is  morally  impossible  for  those  who  think  clearly  and 
feel  deeply  to  keep  from  associating  with  those  who,  in  the 
main,  think  and  feel  as  they  do.  We  are  so  made  that  we 
cannot  keep  apart  or  act  apart. 
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A  man  must  have  very  little  depth  of  conviction,  or 
warmth  of  feeling,  concerning  the  great  verities  with  which 
the  ministers  of  Christ  constantly  deal,  if  lie  can  only  let 
his  sympathies  and  energies  go  out,  in  a  general  way  to  every 
man  and  work  in  the  Church.  In  fact,  the  men  who  take 
this  position  deceive  themselves.  We  doubt  if  there  is  a  cler¬ 
gyman  in  the  Church  who  is  not  a  party  man.  It  is  best 
that  he  should  he  such.  It  shows  that  he  is  an  independent 
thinker,  that  he  does  not  blindly  follow  the  popular  judg¬ 
ment.  That  he  takes  the  same  individuality  of  character 
into  the  Church  which  he  manifests  in  his  social,  literary  and 
political  affinities.  That  he  is  willing  to  he  in  a  minority, 
and  to  make  sacrifices  for  his  principles. 

We  have  affinities  of  heart  and  mind.  Like  seeks  like. 
It  cannot  he  otherwise. 

Oar  position,  however,  is  liberal ,  our  action  generous.  We  want 
to  educate  men  who  know  the  root-ideas  of  our  Protestantism,  and 
have  faith  in  that  Protestantism. 

Men  who  do  not  apologize  for,  or  merely  accept,  hut  glory 
in  the  great  Reformation  of  the  sixteenth  century.  Men 
who  do  not  regard  the  issues  of  that  Reformation  as  dead 
dogmas,  but  living  principles. 

That  mighty  conflict  did  not  merely  rebuke  Papal  arro¬ 
gance,  arrest  her  aggression,  and  break  ecclesiastical  domin¬ 
ion  ;  it  did  not  merely  correct  Church  discipline,  and  reform 
clerical  morals;  all  this  often  had  been  attempted,  and  par¬ 
tially  accomplished,  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  by  her  own 
sons.  The  Reformation  went  far  deeper  than  this,  even  to 
the  very  foundations  upon  which  that  Church  is  built.  It 
dealt  with  her  fundamental  principles.  It  was  a  re-construc¬ 
tion,  a  pulling  down  to  build  anew ;  and  there  never  can  be 
any  union  or  affiliation  with  her  on  the  part  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  without  giving  up  our  Protestantism  and 
repudiating  the  Reformation. 

The  Reformation  rejected  the  traditions  of  Rome,  declared 
the  supremacy  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  secured  the  right 
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of  private  judgment.  It  rejected  her  pretensions  to  author¬ 
ity,  declared  the  supremacy  of  the  human  conscience,  and 
the  sacredness  of  personal  conviction.  It  rejected  her  sac¬ 
ramental  and  sacerdotal  claims,  denied  the  mediatorial  char¬ 
acter  and  efficacy  of  a  human  priesthood,  and  declared  the 
immediate  access  of  the  soul  to  God,  through  the  priesthood 
and  mediatorship  of  Christ  alone.  It  rejected  her  dogmas  of 
saintly  merit  and  purgatorial  fires,  and  declared  present,  com¬ 
plete  and  finished  salvation  through  the  life,  work  and  death 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  It  denied  the  converting  power  of  rites 
and  forms,  and  declared  the  regeneration  of  the  soul  and 
newness  of  life,  through  the  application  of  Divine  truth  to 
the  mind  and  heart,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  It 
rejected  all  penances  and  services  of  man  as  a  means  of 
justification  before  God,  and  brought  out,  in  vivid  light, 
that  essential,  eternal  doctrine  upon  which  rests  all  spiritual 
religion,  justification  by  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  want  men  whose  minds  are  enlightened,  and  whose 
souls  are  impressed  with  these  root-ideas  of  the  great 
Reformation.  Men  who  feel  their  inestimable  and  eternal 
value,  and  whose  hearts  are  yearning  with  the  desire  to 
make  them  known  to  their  fellow-men. 

If  the  open  and  hold  defence  of  these  great  living  truths 
makes  them  party  men,  they  must  he  such  in  a  very  honor¬ 
able  sense. 

We  would  not,  however,  have  them  merely  party  men. 
We  would  not  encourage  that  partisan  spirit  which  sees  only  good 
in  those  who  agree  with  ns,  and  only  evil  in  those  who  differ 
from  us. 

A  man  may  hold,  very  firmly  and  conscientiously,  that 
which  he  believes  to  he  true,  in  opposition  to  a  host  of  men, 
and  he  may  battle  single  and  alone  for  his  idea,  and  yet 
have  a  liberal  spirit  toward  those  who  differ  from  him. 
Such  men  will  always  he  men  of  power. 

The  possession  of  a  great  idea,  the  conviction  of  duty  to 
impress  that  idea  upon  others,  singleness  of  purpose,  and 
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earnestness  of  resolve  to  perform  that  duty,  without  regard 
to  personal  consequences,  are  the  essential  elements  of  power 
and  of  true  greatness. 

Such  a  man  will  never  rely  upon  official  authority,  but 
mainly  upon  personal  influence.  He  will  become  the  em¬ 
bodiment  of  his  idea,  and  secure  for  it  weight  and  influence 
proportioned  to  his  personal  power.  He  will  kindle  with  it, 
and  impart  his  warmth  to  others.  He  will  become  mag¬ 
netic,  and  draw  men  unto  him.  If  his  idea  be  a  Divine  one, 
and  he  he  endowed  with  spiritual  unction,  he  will  speak  with 
a  wisdom  and  power  that  no  man  can  long  resist. 

AN  INSPIRING  EXAMPLE. 

Such  a  man  we  find  in  Professor  Tholuck,  of  Germany. 
Less  than  fifty  years  ago  (1826)  he  was  placed  in  the  chair 
of  Theology  in  the  great  University  of  Halle,  when  scarcely 
more  than  a  youth,  then  filled  with  Rationalistic  professors 
and  students  ;  only  five  of  the  latter  believed  in  the  Divinity 
of  Christ.  A  party  of  them  had  but  recently  burned  the 
Bible.  In  the  expressive  language  of  the  professor  himself, 
“you  could  walk  twenty  miles  in  any  direction  from  Halle 
without  meeting  an  experimental  Christian.”  Rationalism 
pervaded  Germany.  The  professors  of  Halle  united  in  a  pe¬ 
tition  to  the  government  against  the  appointment  of  Tho- 
luek,  and  rested  their  opposition  solely  on  the  ground  of  his 
evangelical  principles.  The  government  would  not  heed 
the  opposition.  The  students  endeavored  to  force  him  to 
resign.  Tholuck  was  inflexible,  and  took  his  chair  in  the 
class-room.  He  was  assailed  with  hisses  and  groans.  Low 
epithets  and  sneers  greeted  him  in  the  streets.  His  classes 
were  small  and  inattentive,  his  lectures  nearly  forsaken. 

Fully  impressed  that  the  great  principles  of  the  Gospel, 
which  the  Divine  Spirit  had  taught  him  to  love,  were  essen¬ 
tial  to  the  eternal  welfare  of  the  students  themselves  and  to 
the  people  they  would  soon  go  out  to  instruct,  he  made 
every  effort  to  impress  them  upon  their  attention.  He  ad- 
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dressed  himself  to  his  work  with  quiet  dignity,  relying 
solely  upon  God  and  His  truth. 

He  made  no  compromise  with  error.  He  would  deliver 
the  truth  at  all  hazard,  hut  in  the  spirit  of  love. 

His  resolute  purpose,  his  noble  daring,  his  cool  courage 
won  respect.  His  exact  and  profound  knowledge  of  the 
Bible,  and  his  great  reverence  and  love  for  what  he  believed 
to  be  a  Divine  revelation,  his  restless  energy  and  unwearied 
patience  in  commending  it  to  the  attention  of  his  students, 
commanded  their  admiration,  and  awed  them  into  silence. 
The  fairness  and  frankness  of  his  statements,  the  clearness 
of  his  reasoning,  the  ineisiveness  of  his  logic,  the  warmth 
and  tenderness  of  his  pleadings,  awakened  interest  and 
sympathy. 

One  and  another  came  to  him  in  private  to  know  further 
of  these  strange  doctrines.  Student  after  student  was  con¬ 
vinced  that  they  were  of  God,  and  were  essential  to  salva¬ 
tion.  Converts  were  slowly  made  to  the  evangelical  ranks. 
The  heart  of  the  good,  brave  professor  was  lifted  up  to  God 
in  praise. 

His  classes  now  increased ;  his  lecture-room  was  soon 
crowded.  Men  went  forth  to  their  work  tilled  with  Gospel 
light  and  love.  He  toiled  on,  working,  watching,  praying. 

The  influence  spread;  other  great  universities  felt  the 
spell ;  the  religion  of  the  heart  supplanted  that  which  was 
merely  of  the  mind.  Forty  years  passed  by  (1870);  Profes¬ 
sor  Tholuck  feels  that  his  work  on  earth  is  nearly  done. 
Aged  and  overworked,  he  has  not  the  health  and  strength 
to  continue  his  labors.  He  desires  to  yield  his  chair  to 
another. 

Professors,  students,  and  the  populace  of  Halle  are  wild 
'with  excitement.  Delegations  come  from  every  quarter. 
Meetings  are  held,  halls  are  crowded,  every  one  anxious  to 
vie  with  the  other  in  honoring  the  great  professor  and  Chris¬ 
tian  hero.  Three  days  are  given  to  the  festivities ;  business 
is  almost  suspended  in  the  city.  Speeches,  prayers  and 
hymns  by  day,  and  immense  torchlight  processions  by  night. 
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The  Emperor  sends  him  the  star  of  the  red  eagle.  The 
troops  besieging  Paris  stop  in  the  mad  conflict  to  send  tele¬ 
grams  of  greeting.  To-day  the  great  theological  schools  of 
Halle  and  Berlin,  containing  562  students,  are  evangelical ; 
and  the  largest  of  all,  Leipzig,  containing  412  students,  is 
hyper-evangelical,  while  Heidelberg,  the  only  Rationalistic 
school  in  Germany  of  note,  contains  84  students.* 

What  an  inspiring  example  of  fidelity  to  truth  and  duty; 
a  grander  one  cannot  be  found  in  modern  history.  With 
such  a  man  and  such  a  history  before  us,  we  may  well  be 
encouraged,  however  dark  the  seemings. 

To  lose  faith  in  our  evangelical  principles  is  to  lose  faith 
in  God  and  Ilis  providence. 

There  is,  to-day,  in  our  Church  a  party  holding  these 
principles.  Be  it  organized  or  unorganized,  named  or 
without  name,  it  will  do  a  mighty  work,  if  each  man  re¬ 
mains  faithful  to  truth  and  to  God. 

There  is  certainly  a  great  deal  of  restlessness  and  uneasi¬ 
ness,  if  not  dissatisfaction,  with  regard  to  the  whole  work  of 
the  Church.  There  is  a  wonderful  lack  of  enthusiasm — the 
soul  of  success.  It  is  only  by  sleepless  vigilance  and  tre¬ 
mendous  effort  that  any  work  can  be  long  sustained.  The 
chariot  wheels  drag  slowly  and  heavily ;  they  must  be  urged 
on,  as  if  ascending  a  mountain.  What  is  our  hope  ?  What 
shall  be  done  ?  Certainly  we  do  not  want  further  organiza¬ 
tion — more  Church  machinery.  We  do  not  need  amended 
canons  and  new  rubrics.  We  need  not  recast  creeds  and 
articles,  or  look  for  new  truth.  We  want,  most  of  all,  spir¬ 
itual  unction  and  power.  The  lever  of  evangelical  princi¬ 
ples  rests  upon  the  fulcrum  of  God’s  word.  It  needs  but 
the  application  of  Divine  power  to  lift  the  Church  out  of 
her  apathy  and  indifference  into  the  light  of  Gospel  love 
and  zeal.  God  waits  to  be  gracious.  Our  manifest  duty 
and  our  high  privilege  is  to  pray  for  the  application  of  that 
power.

Buck- 
nell,  Mrs.  J.  Wright,  Miss  Mary  Valentine,  Mrs.  Elie  Charlier, 
Mrs.  Charles  L.  Spencer,  Mrs.  D.  Humphrey,  and  their  suc¬ 
cessors  and  associates,  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  and  are  here¬ 
by  declared  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
law,  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  The  Evangelical 
Educational  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Section  2.  Members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
may  become  members  of  this  corporation  for  one  year  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars,  and  may  become  members  for  life  by 
the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Clergymen  of  the  Prot¬ 
estant  Episcopal  Church,  whose  parishes  contribute  to  the 
funds  of  this  corporation  by  collection  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
members  of  the  corporation  for  the  year  in  which  such  con¬ 
tribution  is  made. 

Section  3.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church. 

Section  4.  The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  man¬ 
aged  by  a  board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-five  mem¬ 
bers,  three  of  whom  shall  be  the  President,  Treasurer,  Secre¬ 
tary  and  General  Agent ;  ten  of  the  board  of  managers  shall 
be  residents  of  the  city  or  neighborhood  of  Philadelphia; 
seven  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness. 

Section  5.  The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  meet  an¬ 
nually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
board  of  managers,  of  which  public  notice  shall  be  given.  At 
such  annual  meeting,  the  President  and  Treasurer,  Secretary 
and  General  Agent  and  board  of  managers  shall  be  elected, 
and,  at  any  such  general  meeting,  the  corporators  may  alter 
or  modify  or  make  by-laws,  or  authorize  the  board  of  mana 
gers  to  enact  the  same ;  they  may  appoint,  or  authorize  the 
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said  board  to  appoint,  such  additional  officers  as  they  may 
deem  proper  or  expedient  for  transacting  the  business  of  the 
Society. 

Section  6.  The  said  corporation  shall  not  be  authorized  to 
purchase  any  real  estate  nor  to  hold  any  except  such  as  may 
be  given  or  devised  to  them  as  trustees  for  the  purposes  of 
their  institution.  They  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  and  en¬ 
joy  any  bequests  or  gifts  that  may  be  made  them  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  aforesaid. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  corporation  may  make,  adopt  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  by-laws  made  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine.

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The  Distinctive  Principles  of  the  Society 

ARE 

FEW  AND  SIMPLE.  THEY  FORM  A  BROAD  CIRCLE  WITHIN 
WHICH  THERE  IS  GREAT  FREEDOM  IN  CHRIST  JESUS. 


1.  The  Bible  the  Sole  Rule  of  Faith,  as  opposed  to  the  dogma — 
The  Bible  and  tradition  the  joint  rule  of  faith. 

Holy  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to  Salvation,  so  that 
whatsoever  is  not  read  therein ,  nor  may  be  proved  thereby ,  is  not  to  be 
required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed  as  an  article  of  the 
Faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation. — Article  6tk. 

2.  Justification  by  Faith  Alone,  as  opposed  to  the  dogma  of  the 
necessary  agency  and  invariable  efficacy  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism, 
and  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  Merit  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  Faith;  and  not  for  our  own  Works  or 
Deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by  Faith  only,  is  most 
wholesome  doctrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,  as  more  largely  is  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  Homily  of  Justification. — Article  I ith. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed  upon,  or  to 
be  carried  about ;  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such  only  as 
worthily  receive  the  same  (that  is  with  “  a  lively  and  steadfast  faith  in 
Christ  our  Saviour,” — Communion  Service'),  they  have  a  wholesome 
effect  or  operation  ;  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily,  purchase  to 
themselves  damnation,  as  St.  Paul  saith. — Article  25 th. 

3.  The  Exclusive  Priesthood  of  Christ,  as  opposed  to  the  dogma 
of  an  earthly  and  human  priesthood,  which  converts  the  Ministers  and 
Ambassadors  of  Christ  into  an  order  of  manipulating  priests.  “  The 
word  Priest  never  stands  for  a  Christian  Minister  in  the  Scriptures.” — 
Bishop  White. 

“The  word  Priest,  as  used  in  the  Prayer  Book,  is  synonymous  with, 
and  is  but  a  contraction  of,  the  word  Presbyter.” — Bishop  Alcllvaine. 

The  offering  of  Christ  once  made,  is  that  perfect  redemption,  propitia¬ 
tion,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and 
actual ;  and  there  is  none  other  satisfaction  for  sin  ;  but  that  alone. 
Wherefore,  the  sacrifice  of  Masses,  in  which  it  was  commonly  said,  that 
the  Priest  did  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have  remission 
of  pain  or  guilt,  were  blasphemous  fables,  and  dangerous  deceits. — 
Article  31  st. 

4.  The  Church  of  Christ.  “  The  mystical  body  of  Christ,  which 
is  the  blessed  company  of  all  faithful  people." — Communion  Service. 

The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men  in 
which  the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  sacraments  be  duly 
ministered  according  to  Christ’s  ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of 
necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same.” — Article  19 th. 
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Episcopacy  of  Apostolic  origin  and  necessary  to  the  perfection  of  a 
Church,  as  opposed  to  the  dogma  which  declares  that  Episcopacy  is 
necessary  to  the  being  of  a  Church,  and  unchurches  all  those  who  are 
not  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  delivers  them  up  to  “the 
uncovenanted  mercies  of  God.” 

We  do  not  propose  to  educate  every  serious-minded  young  man  who 
aspires  to  the  ministry  of  our  Church,  and  applies  to  us  for  support.  We 
do  not  pretend  to  aid  men  who  have  no  views ,  or  without  regard  to  their 
views.  The  Society  was  not  organized  for  this  purpose,  and  its  continu¬ 
ance  could  not  be  justified  on  such  grounds.  Neither  are  we  content 
with  mere  glittering  generalities — we  would  remember  who  it  is  that 
assures  us  that  men  are  “  born  by  the  word,”  “  sanctified  through  the 
truth,”  and  shall  be  “ judged  according  to  the  Gospel” — who  it  is  that 
bids  us  “  contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once  delivered  unto  the  saints,” 
and  who  it  is  that  inspired  the  solemn  charge,  “  Take  heed  unto 
thyself,  and  unto  the  doctrine ,  continue  in  them  ;  for  in  doing  this  thou 
shalt  both  save  thyself  and  them  that  hear  thee.” 

Doctrines  and  life  are  inseparately  connected.  “  As  a  man  thinketh, 
so  is  he.”  Sound  doctrine  and  sincere  belief  alone  inspire  true  and 
earnest  life.  Christ  is  the  truth  and  the  life.  He  spake  the  words  of  life. 
His  doctrines  righdy  received,  give  life — a  holy  Christian  life — the  life  of 
God  in  the  soul — a  life  that  shall  endure  forever. 

An  Evangelical  faith  is  necessary  to  an  Evangelical  life, 
and  will  inspire  that  life — a  life  of  love  and  gratitude — not  the  mere 
reception  into  the  mind  of  a  Creed,  however  orthodox,  or  even  divine. 
This  is  not  belief  in  the  Gospel  sense — but  the  joyful  reception  of  the 
truth  into  the  heart — an  humble,  child-like  resting  of  the  soul  upon  it- 
This  gives  life,  sustains  life,  develops ,  strengthens  and  perfects  life. 

Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  we  cannot,  we  dare  not,  be  indifferent 
to  the  views,  principles,  or  doctrines  which  our  young  men  hold  or  may 
embrace.  It  would  be  criminal  neglect  on  our  part  not  to  guard  them 
against  error — a  neglect  as  criminal  as  that  of  the  parent  who  should 
carelessly  permit  his  child  to  take  a  virulent  poison.  We  must  not  only 
guard  them  against  deadly  error,  but  also  have  them  instructed  in  vital 
truth.  This  is  due  to  the  young  men  themselves,  and  to  those  whom 
they  will  soon  go  forth  to  teach.  Our  responsibility  to  both  parties  is 
solemn  and  abiding,  and  must  be  discharged.  Where  man’s  highest 
interest  is  involved ;  where  God’s  supreme  glory  is  concerned,  we  are 
called  upon  to  be  terribly  in  earnest. 

Ignorance  or  indifference  in  regard  to  fundamental,  un¬ 
changeable,  eternal  truth,  we  will  not  knowingly  tolerate. 
In  all  other  things  we  would  accord  the  greatest  liberty 
and  exercise  the  broadest  charity. 

We  would  not  array  ourselves  against  the  culture  and  the  thought  of 
modern  times.  These  old  truths  will  stand  the  test  of  the  most  liberal 
culture  and  the  freest  thought.  They  will  endure  all  the  blazing  light 
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that  may  be  thrown  upon  them  for  coming  centuries.  By  it  they  will 
only  come  out,  like  mighty  mountains  under  the  meridian  sun,  more 
clearly  to  view — their  proportions  appear  more  vast  and  majestic — their 
foundations  broader  and  more  firmly  fixed,  their  lofty  peaks  more  near 
the  heavens. 

For  these  reasons,  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  “we  have 
said  distinctly  to  all  its  beneficiaries,  Are  you  in  hearty  sympathy  with 
Evangelical  truth,  and  with  those  agencies  which  are  designed  for  carry¬ 
ing  it  forward  in  our  Church  ?  And  we  have  put  it  to  them,  that  it  is 
dishonesty  to  accept  our  aid  with  any  other  views  ;  just  as  it  would  be 
dishonest  in  us  to  use  the  money  intrusted  to  us  in  the  maintenance  of  any 
others.  We  would  not  oblige  them  to  hold  in  all  things  with  all  who 
are  known  as  Evangelical  men,  knowing  how  unnatural  it  is  to  bring  all 
minds  to  one  way  of  thinking  in  every  particular,  and  knowing  also  how 
inexpedient  it  would  be  for  the  very  truth’s  sake,  which  we  would  con¬ 
serve,  to  straitlace  young  and  thinking  minds  ;  but  we  would  have  them 
in  genuine  sympathy  with  those  for  whom  we  act ;  and  if  they  are  not, 
have  than  look  elsewhere  for  support." 

These  are  the  principles  we  announced,  and  the  position  we  assumed 
at  the  time  of  our  organization.  We  cannot  compro?nise  these  principles 
or  change  this  position. 

In  our  First  Annual  Report  we  declared,  and  we  now  reiterate  : 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  encourage  the  training  of  ministers  who 
have  no  hankering  after  novelties  in  worship,  and  no  inclination  to  the 
Popish  doctrines  which  those  tiovelties  symbolise.  We  seek  for,  and 
proffer  help  to,  young  men  whose  supreme  motive  in  looking  to  the 
Gospel  Ministry  is,  that  they  may  be  in  a  position  the  better  to  win  souls 
to  Christ;  who,  in  their  views  of  the  Christian  system,  distinctly  subordi¬ 
nate  the  Church  to  the  Saviour ;  who  esteem  the  sacraments  not  inevitable 
channels  of  grace,  but  means  of  grace  only  to  those  who  receive  them 
aright ;  who  themselves  enjoy  them  chiefly,  and  will  by  God’s  help 
minister  them  to  others,  as  seals  of  a  covenatit  already  tnade  between 
the  heart  and  its  God : — not  as  involving  in  themselves,  by  moral  neces¬ 
sity,  the  essence  of  the  covenant.  We  do  not  expect  of  immature  youth 
opinions  fully  defined  on  these  topics,  but  we  demand  of  them  an  accept¬ 
ance  of  simple  views  of  Gospel  truth  and  order  ;  and  we  will  not  know¬ 
ingly  afford  'aid  to  any  student  of  high  sacramentarian  tendencies.  We 
maintain  the  Protestant  principles  of  our  Church,  and  aim  to  multiply 
faithful  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  distinguished 
from  what  some  affect  to  call,  and  would  fain  make  our  communion,  the 
‘  Reformed  Catholic  Church.’  ” 

I  This  is  our  position,  clearly,  not  boastfully  made  ;  frankly  avowed, 
not  in  ill-will  or  antagonism  to  any  who  differ  from  us,  but  in  a  spirit  of 
honest  desire  that  they  upon  whom  we  call  for  moral  and  material  aid, 
may  understand  the  principles  and  objects  for  the  maintainance  of  which 
their  help  is  invoked.”  " 


THE  DIVINE  call  to  the  ministry. 

By  the  Bishop  of  Oxford.

“  Do  you  trust  that  you  are  inwardly  moved  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  take  upon  you  this  office  and  ministra¬ 
tion,  to  serve  God  for  the  promoting  of  His  glory  and 
the  edifying  of  His  people?” — Ordination  Service  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

This  is  an  awful  question  to  put — an  awful  one  to  answer.  Your 
reply  must  be  spoken  deliberately ;  wit-h  the  full  fore-knowledge 
that  it  must  be  rendered  ;  with  every  opportunity  of  self-examina¬ 
tion  ;  after  solemn  prayer  ;  in  the  presence  of  the  Church  ;  before 
the  jealous  God  who  smote  of  old  with  sudden  death  him  who 
stretched  out  his  uncommissioned  hand  to  stay  but  the  material 
ark ;  before  the  heart-Searcher,  whose  invisible  stroke  swept  in¬ 
stantly  away  those  who  “lied  not  unto  man,  but  unto  God.” 

For  yourselves  and  for  others,  it  is  of  the  greatest  moment  that 
you  answer  not  this  question  carelessly  or  wrongly  ;  for  others — for 
who  can  fix  limits  or  ends  to  the  disastrous  issue  to  souls  for  which 
Christ  died,  and  to  the  whole  Church,  of  the  commencement  of  a 
faithless,  indolent,  unfruitful  ministry? — for  yourselves — for  the  error 
is  by  all  human  means  one  which  cannot  be  repaired.  Your  words 
cannot  be  unsaid  ;  your  vows  cannot  be  read  backward.  Your 
ministerial  character  is  indelible  ;  the  only  reparation  of  which  the 
case  admits  is  that  you  hereafter  rise  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
office  which,  whilst  unlit  to  bear  it,  you  have  so  unhappily  assumed. 
And  though  the  might  of  God’s  grace  has  wrought  such  marvels  as 
this  would  be,  yet  who  may  venture  to  speculate  upon  being  the 
subject  of  such  undeserved  mercy  ?  Who  will  stake  knowingly  on 
such  a  hazard  his  own  or  his  brother’s  salvation  ?  And,  after  all, 
such  cases  are  not  the  rule,  but  the  exception.  As  the  rule,  the 
ministry  continues  in  its  leading  character  as  it  commences.  There 
is,  of  course,  a  growth  in  every  living  ministry,  a  growth  from  the 
weak  uncertainty  of  infancy  to  the  confirmed  strength  of  perfect 
manhood  ;  a  growth  in  knowledge,  comprehension,  power,  skill, 
insight,  faith  and  love ;  but  whilst  there  is  growth  on  all  sides  in  a 
living  ministry,  growth  is  not  in  the  dead.  The  increase  of  cor¬ 
ruption  is  there  the  only  change.  This  is,  indeed,  the  enemy’s  sad 
mockery  of  growth;  the  development,,  within. each  false  ambassador

of  Christ,  of  the  character  of  Antichrist ;  the  full  ripening  and  per¬ 
fecting  of  selfishness,  in  one  of  its  various  forms  of  covetousness,  or 
lust,  or  worldliness,  or  utter  sloth  and  carelessness  ;  the  contracting 
and  the  hardening  of  the  soul ;  the  dulling  of  all  conscience,  till  it 
sleeps,  to  awake  only  in  the  terrible  form  of  the  worm  which  dieth 
not. 

This,  I  say,  is  the  ordinary  law  and  rule  of  an  unfaithful  minis¬ 
try.  Instead  of  the  man  being  made  better,  as  the  tempter 
whispers  to  you  he  will  be,  he  is  made  worse  by  his  careless  rushing 
into  Holy  Orders.  With  them  come  new  temptations  and  new  re¬ 
quirements;  new  risks,  that  is,  on  both  sides;  and  he  has  grace  for 
neither  ;  and  so  he  falls,  and  falls  lower  than  other  men  ;  falls,  as 
perhaps  he  never  would  have  fallen  as  a  layman — falls,  certainly, 
into  deeper  gulfs  of  sin  and  woe  than  he  could  otherwise  have 
reached.  God’s  Word,  with  which  he  must  have  soa  e  familiarity, 
like  daily  handled  fire,  hardens  utterly  his  soul ;  God’s  message 
spoken,  but  not  listened  to,  make  deaf  his  ear ;  the  visions  of  judg¬ 
ment  and  of  peace,  on  which  he  has  gazed  unfeelingly,  have 
turned  his  sense  of  sight  to  blindness.  And  even  if  he  reach  not 
this  depth  of  woe,  there  are  many  lesser  woes  for  him  who  has  en¬ 
tered  with  thoughtlessness  upon  this  great  charge.  All — even  the 
most  thoughtful  and  prepared — find,  it  may  be,  as  they  go  on,  that 
they  knew  not  whither  they  should  be  led,  when  first  they  began 
thus  to  follow  Christ.  His  net  caught  them,  and  they  were  taken  ; 
His  voice  allured  them,  and  they  followed  Him  ;  but  they  knew 
not  at  first  how  verily  they  should  be  made  like  Him,  made  to 
drink  of  His  cup  and  to  be  baptized  with  His  Baptism  ;  on  to  this 
He  leads  them,  step  by  step ;  for  this,  day  by  day,  His  grace  en¬ 
ables  them ;  and  so  upheld,  they  can  endure  all  things.  But  who 
can  paint  the  bitter  anguish  through  which  they  must  pass,  who 
without  a  full  trust  in  Him,  and  well  nigh  without  his  presence,  are 
met  by  these  temptations,  and  overtaken  in  this  storm  ?  It  is  most 
commonly  with  a  heart  almost  broken  that  such  men  pass  to  life  ;  it 
is  as  by  fire  that  they  are  saved.  Surely,  then,  this  is  an  awful  an¬ 
swer  for  any  of  us  to  pronounce  ;  and  one  concerning  which  it  be¬ 
comes  us  to  search  with  all  diligence  whether  we  can  make  it  with 
anything  of  Christian  confidence  and  truth.  Let  us,  therefore,  for 
a  few  minutes,  go  on  to  the  consideration  of  this  question, — When 
may  we  trust  that  we  are  inwardly  called  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
undertake  this  office  ? 

Now,  it  will  help  us  to  answer  this  question  aright,  if  we  first 
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clear  away  some  of  the  manifestly  insufficient  grounds  on  which 
men  are  led  to  make  this  choice.  Clearly,  then,  it  is  not  enough 
to  choose  it  as  men  may  choose  lawfully  any  ordinary  business  or 
profession.  It  is  not  to  be  thought  that  a  man  is  moved  inwardly 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  undertake  it,  when  he  enters  upon  it  merely 
because  it  is  an  honorable  profession,  and  has  attached  to  it  a  cer¬ 
tain  rank,  respectability,  or  endowment ;  or  because  his  friends  have 
designed  it  for  him  ;  still  less,  because  he  has  a  family  living, waiting 
for  him  ;  or  has  good  prospects  of  preferment ;  or,  least  of  all  be¬ 
cause  he  is  unfit  for  any  other  business  or  calling. 

Of  all  these,  though  in  different  degrees,  we  may  most  assuredly 
assert,  that  they  are  not  the  reasons  from  which  any  man  can  safely 
gather  that  he  is  called  by  the  secret  voice  of  God’s  most  Holy 
Spirit  to  be  a  watchman  for  his  brethren’s  souls,  and  an  ambassador 
of  Christ.  Many  of  them,  indeed,  may  blamelessly  come  in  as 
secondary  motives.  To  have  been  educated  for  the  work ;  destined 
to  it  by  pious  parents  ;  led  to  it  by  the  outward  appointments  of 
God’s  Providence;  to  desire  rather  to  live  moderately  by  the  altar 
than  more  abundantly  upon  secular  earnings, — all  of  these  may 
properly  come  in  to  aid  a  choice ;  but  they  must  not  be  its  basis. 
Some  desire,  at  least,  to  live  nearer  Christian  employment  and  pur¬ 
suit  than  worldly  callings  render  possible;  some  personal  sense  of 
the  deliverence  brought  to  the  soul  by  His  Gospel ;  some  desire  to 
speak  His  precious  Name  to  others  ;  some  love  for  souls ;  some  apt¬ 
ness  for  ministering  to  them  ;  some  of  the  desires  and  qualities  of 
the  Watchman,  the  Steward,  the  Shepherd,  the  Physician,  the  good 
Master  Builder,  must  be  certainly  within  us,  and  attest  the  work¬ 
ings  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  if  we  would  assert  safely  that  we  act 
beneath  His  guidance. 

And  these  may,  and  in  not  a  few  instances,  thank  God,  do  mount 
up  to  an  earnest  self-devoting  love  to  the  Lord,  our  Redeemer;  to  a 
supreme  desire  and  labor  to  live  in  all  things  for  His  glory  ;  to  a 
spirit  burdened  with  ‘  ‘  woe  is  me,  ’  ’  and  struggling  like  a  pent  up 
fire  until  it  can  witness  unto  others  of  the  love  of  God  our  Father, 
of  the  power  of  Christ’s  cross,  of  the  healing,  ennobling  presence 
of  the  Lord,  the  Holv  Ghost.  In  such  instances  as  these,  it  is  com¬ 
paratively  easy  to  trace  the  presence  of  a  call  irom  God,  but  in  the 
case  of  the  numerous  intermediate  shades  of  character,  which  lie 
between  these  and  apathy  or  coldness,  there  maybe  real  perplexity 
in  settling  this  important  question,  “Am  I  truly  called  of  God  to 
serve  Him  in  this  office  ?”  For  though  an  answer  to  this  question

may  oftentimes  be  obtained  by  a  careful  sifting  of  our  motives,  yet 
such  is  the  deceitfulness  of  the  heart,  that  even  after  the  belief,  at 
least,  that  they  have  so  tried  themselves,  some  may  be  led  without 
due  cause  either  to  presume  or  to  despond.  Whilst,  therefore,  it  may 
be  very  useful  to  ask  ourselves  such  questions  as  these,  To  what  do 
my  thoughts  most  naturally  turn  in  thinking  over  my  future  course? 
Do  they  mainly  settle  upon  its  ease,  or  family  enjoyment,  or  re¬ 
spectability  ?  Or,  on  the  other  hand,  upon  its  labors,  its  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Christ,  its  gloryfying  God,  and  its  eternal  crown?  and 
though  the  answers  to  these  questions  may  give  us  some  insight  into 
the  state  of  our  hearts,  yet  even  here  it  will  be  especially  needful 
for  us  to  remember  that  it  is  not  of  feelings  one  way  or  the  other 
that  the  great  question  should  be  asked  ;  it  reaches  far  deeper  into 
the  centre  of  our  being,  and  these  lighter  airs  of  feeling  may  be 
nimble  as  the  gales  of  summer,  or  charged  thick  with  clouds  and 
sadness,  when  the  central  man  is  of  a  mind  wholly  other  from  their 
mutable  and  deceitful  aspect. 

Let  this,  then,  be  your  question,  What  am  I  ?  And  how  may  you 
learn  that,  but  by  seeing  what  you  are  in  act  and  under  trial;  what 
are  your  ordinary  motives,  what  is  your  ordinary  conduct  ?  And 
examine  this,  not  by  settling  what  wdl  be  your  conduct  under  im¬ 
agined  trials ;  but  by  seeing  what  it  has  been  hitherto  in  actual 
trials.  Are  you  living  as  a  witness  to  Christ,  or  for  Antichrist? 
Are  you  resisting  sloth,  the  rule  of  pleasure  and  self-indulgence,  or 
are  you  yielding  to  them  ?  Are  you  now  cursing  your  brethren, 
or  not  caring  for  them,  or  are  you  already  blessing  them  ?  Is  your 
Lord  dear  to  you  ?  have  you  groaned  beneath  the  burden  of  your 
sinful  being?  and  has  He  turned,  or  is  He  promising  to  turn,  those 
groans  to  joy  ?  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  sinfulness  of  sin,  of 
the  sharpness  and  hardness  of  maintaining  a  warfare  with  it  ?  Is 
the  Christian  life  a  reality  in  you  ?  Do  you  know  indeed  what  it  is 
to  have  a  place  in  the  kingdom  of  grace,  and  in  the  strength  of  that 
grace  do  you  desire  to  gather  in  the  lost  to  Christ,  their  Lord  and 
yours?  In  your  present  position,  are  you  seeking  to  live  so  as  to 
glorify  God?  and  is  it  your  great  aim  in  choosing  this  more  espe¬ 
cial  service  within  the  courts  of  His  house,  that  you  may  glorify 
Him  more  abundantly  ?  This  is  a  point  on  which  you  should  ob¬ 
tain  what  certainty  you  can.  His  glory  should  be  your  great  aim. 
In  whatever  measure  His  grace  has  touched  your  heart,  in  that 
measure  it  will  be  your  aim.  And  if,  indeed,  it  be  so  with  you, 
surely  you  may  hope  that  He  is  leading  you  on  to  a  higher  room  of 
service  ;  that  He  is  calling  you  and  that  you  may  dare  to  answer ; 
that  He  is  sending  you,  and  you  may  go  ;  that  you  shall  be  as  a 
sharp  and  winged  shaft  in  His  quiver;  as  one  upon  whom  He  will 
bestow  in  that  day  the  faithful  pastor’s  crown,  bright  with  a  glory 
more  intense  than  that  of  ordinary  Christians.

If  the  beneficiary,  during  the  current  year,  shall  receive  any  aid  in  addition  to 
that  reported  at  the  time  of  his  application,  he  is  expected  to  relinquish  so  much  of 
his  appropriation  as  would  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  thus  received.
